The following statement is issued 
by CoUeetor of Internal Revenue 
Robert H. iiacae, diitriet ol Ken- 
tucky : 

"The Revenue Act of ItSl con- 
tains two new and important pro- 
visions, which are the subject of fre- 
quent inquiry. The first relates ? to 
the personal exemptions allowed 
married persons, and the second to 
the previous requiring that a re- 
turn be made of gross income of |5»- 
000 or more. 

"The act provides that a married 
person living with husband or wife, 
whose net income for 1921 was |5,- 
000 or less shall be allowed a per- 
sonal exemption of |2,600. If the 
net income of sneh person was over 
$5,000 the exemption is $2,000. Un- 
der the Revenue Act of 1918 the per- 
eeaal eaemptlon allowed a' married 
■ I person was $2,000, regardless of the 

amount of net income. The ii<MrmaI 
ELBUTJUO I tax >rata remains unchanged, 4 per 
I cent, on the first $4,000 of net in- 
come above the exemptions and 8 per 
cent oa the remaining net income. 

"In order that an income slightly 
in excess of |5,000 shall not be sub- 
jected to an inordinately dispropor- 
tionate tax because of the reduction 
of the exemption to $2,000 thereon.

Washington, D. 0.-^**A proposal of 

ihe French society of the New He- 
brides to sell to Australia their con- 
cessions in the islands which form a 
large Z in the South Pacific north of 
New Sealand and west of Fiji, recalls 
the strange rites over the shark, which 
the native men of Rauno island bury 
annually in their 'Sing-Sing' or cere- 
mony grounds," says a bulletin of the 
National Geographic Society firom its 
Washington (D. C.) headquarters. 

"The inhabitants of this interest* 1 
ing archipelago, composed of 12 large 
and 100 smaller islands, believe in 
witdMraft and all sorts of signs and 
omens, particularly in the spirits of 
their departed ancestors and In gods 
which are thought to be Incorporated 
in certain stones or animals. Every 
▼Ulage has Its dandng ground. Here 
the natives meet on moooUgbt nights 
and perform wild and fantastic antics 
to the booming of their deep drums, 
some of which, six feet or more in 
hsii^t and carved from the trunks of 
tress, are capable of making terrible 
noises. 

Honor Chiefs In Effigy. 

"One fantastic rite among them is 
the memorializing of their chiefs in 
effigy. A cnude statue of clay and 
fibre, r^resenting the fiesh and hair of 
the chief o he looked in real life, is 
made, his actual skull being used for 
the framework of the head, nnd around 
ihls the festivities take place. 

"For years the natives of the Is- 
ands were tlie prey of the 'Black- 
birders,' or labor pirates, because they 
are generally considered more In- 
dustrious and sturdier of build than 
the average kanaka. They are reputed 
to have cannibalistic tendencies, to be 
ttoa ch er oo s and of aiKsrtaln Isaqper, 
facts probably due ia soma a w a i nr a to 
the treatment to which they were 
"subjected by these traders. They are 
of Melanesian stock, below the medium 
in stature, and accentuate the ugli- 
ness la their broad, black faces and 
receding foreheads by sticking coco- 
nut fiber In their hair and adorning 
their ears and flat noses vith rings. 
They pride themselves upon their 
weapons— spears, clubs, bows, and 
potoooed a rrows ssaie oC which are 
beautiful ia dssifa and slnborsts to 
pattern, 

"The women hold a degraded posi- 
tion among them, the wives (»f the 
mors Importsat BMnibers of the race 
increasing tlie naaiber of skirts 
which they wear at one time as «n 
indication of their rank, the 'pooh- 
bsb's' wife wearing as many as 40 
Of thSBi. The 'better half of a man 
to soowtlmes buried alive with her 
huiA>nnd upon his death. 

"Qulros. the Portuguese navigator, 
ill 1606, was the first white uv.\u to 
see the rugged outline of the coast 
of the islands, which rise abruptly out 
of the deep sea to the hurricane acne 
of the tropics. Believing be bad dte- 
covered the great southern continent 
which was at that time the dream 
of navigators, Quiios may be c(tmpared 
to Ooiandius, who thought he had 
found a route to Indto wtien he sighted 
Ihe palm fringed shores of the West 
Indies. 

"He called his discovery Au!«tralia 
del Esplrltu Santo, which lias been 
shortened by traders to Santo and is 
appUed to the iarfsst Island of the 
group. 

Isle of Monster Fruits. 

"( ountless streams cut Santo, which 
is tj4 miles long and 32 miles wide, 
into brsad, fertile valleys. From its 
shores and those of the neighboring 
Islands tons of copra are sent to Syd 
ney. Australia, nnd shipped from there 
to Soap makers the world over. Coffee, 
cocoa and vanilla, as well as tropical 
fruits, grou' in abundance. Oranges 
are K:ii<i to grow so large that both 
a man's hands can scarcely span one 
of tlnMu. ,.and the pineapples of the 
islands sometimes weigh 20 pounds 
So ricli is the .soil and luxuriant the 
iragstatton, that in many places 5,00( 
sheep can be kept on two thousand 
acres of land. 

"V'hi harbor, \\lilch is set between 
mountain iieaks and gemmed with i.s- 
lands, is the most important <'oinir,('r 
cially among the many commodious 
and stratei^c harbors, which the Is- 
lands afford. The scattered little vll- 
lage, which dozes under the shelter of 
its palm trees, has built no pier to en 
courage its shipping. The cargoes must 
be loaded by the natives to small boats 
Thoui^ the progress of oonqnering na- 
tions lias left Its mark to the Catholic 
and Presbyterian churches and the 
large wireless station, the town is es- 
sentially native in character with itt 
thatch-roofed houfws set amid the color

wonders of radium, for that metal is 
used for this work, each dial contain 
tog a^,||idpute M^tan of the real 
radium. The' fact tliat so Inflnltes 
imal a quantity of radium as Is user' 
on a watch dial is able to make the 
figures glow to tlie*^ dark makes It 
eastor |pr the aTeragn pscton to un- 
derstand how and whr'radium in 
larger quantities Is effective when 
brought into contact with diseased tis- 
sue by tlie medical profession. 

Luminous material seen on watch 
and ctoc* dials to a combination of 
radium and a specially prepared zinc 
sulphide. If one of these dials be ex 
amined with a good reading glass. In 
the dark, after the eyes of the ex- 
amtoer have hem liw darkness for 
about five minutes, the luminous ma- 
terial will be seen to be seething with 
scintillations or tiny Hashes of light. 
These flashes are caused by the ex- 
plosion of tlie atoms to the minute 
eportion of real radium to tlie mto- 
ture. 

"From a gitim of radium (one thim- 
bleful) there are about 134,000,000.000 
projectile-like particles every second. 
Crystals of zinc sulphide would break 
down quickly If exposed to sneh a 
bombardment. By reducing the per- 
centage of radium until t number 
of^ these particles from the exploding 
at7>ms on the dtol was about 200,000 
a second. It has been found that the 
di:fl wouM have a brightness easily 
visible in darkness and for a period 
of five years. This means that the 
quantity of radium in the average dial 
^*amM»t be more than oneiBllllonth of 
a gram, nnd It is only about su<ft a 
quantity that is on the average dial.**

— By the figures of the 
United States weather bureau, snow- 
fall to wlBter to St Loois, Mo., or to 
Richmond. Vs., to three or four times 

as great as for the north coast of 
Alaska, while we believe that the 
snowfall in St. Louis or the High- 
lands of Scottond is ten times as great 
as on the north tip of Greenland or 
on the northeriy islands, discovered 
by my expedition of 1918-19, says 
Vllhjalnnir Stefausson. 

In tiie north polar regions there is, 
to begto with, very little snow on the 
ground at the end of winter. In some 
parts of the polar regions the tem- 
perature Is 100 degrees In the shade 
In the sunnner.

Instead of abandoning mail de- 
livery in a single village, tha siys- 
tem should be extended. 

Mail delivery is one of the meet 
important services — if not the most 
important service—that the govern- 
ment can render to a community. 
This is strongly recognised in the 
cities and large towns that the peo- 
ple of those places are constantly 
demanding mora lett<^. carriers and 
speedtar fiseittttes at stations for 
handling their mail. In fact, no- 
body in the postal department even 



dreefnn of rednctng^ tita S9«fem in 
the larger places. 

Why should the people of the 

small towns be picked on to suffer? 

If the government once starts this 
thing of abandoning the little ser- 
vice it now gives small communi- 
ties, there is no telling where it 
will end. If 752 towns can be ruth- 
lessly deprived of letter dellevery in 
one big dump, it will be easy 
enough to pick larger places, one 
by one. aatf 4rop tl^pn fron the 
system. 

All American towns of law than 
10,000 population ought to raise a 
tremendous fuss about this matter 
right away and never let up until 
the government adopts a direct op- 
posite policy — a policy of extension 
of service rather than abandon- 
ment of any service under the sun, 
whatever it Is.
